DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/14/2010 has been entered. 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The prior art fails to disclose a method for supplying with paint from a paint 
supply source comprising providing a pair of pigs and pig stations,; injecting a paint 
between the pair of pigs; conveying the paint between the pair of pigs from the first pig 
station toward the second pig station; injecting a cleaning agent between the pair of 
pigs; and, conveying the cleaning agent between the pair of pigs from the second pig 
station toward the first pig station.
